SULPHUR, ie hus. 13.—What part 
Ceci} A. Lyon, Nationai Committee- 
man of Texas, took in the activity at 
Washington for the gpyerove’ of the 
old tribal McMurfé se ontracts for the 
sale of Indian lands was discussed by 
him in the hearing in the Congress- 


ional Investigation Committee today. 

These contracts were disapproved 
by President Roosevelt in 1908. Mr. 
Lyon said he had no interest in the 
new contracts which are the cause of 
the present investigation. 

Asked if he was requested to join 
in the old contracts because of his 
political influence and acquaintance 
with President Roosevelt, Lyon said! 
“It was entirely possible.” 

In 1905, said Lyon, he joined with 
J. F. McMurray’s law firm in the con- 
tracts by which a 10 per cent attor- 
neys’ fee was to be obtained in the 
sale of the land. 

Has Talk With Roosevelt. 

Lyon went to Washington and in 
company with Francis A. Leupp, Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs, discussed 
the subject with President Roosevelt, 
There was discussion of making the 
Indians stockholders in the land, but 
this plan was not gone into. 

“Wag it possible that your connection 
with the President and your political 
influence induced McMurray to get you 
to join him?” asked Chairman Burke. 

“It is possible, but I flatter myself 
that it was partly my business ability.’ 

“But it was known that you were a 
welcome visitor at the White House?” 

“Yes, I believe so.”’ 

“It was known then that you were a 
good friend of the President and that 
you called on him often; that was pub- 
licly known, wasn't it?’ 

“Yes, I suppose so.”’ 

“Do you think this prompted McMur- 
tay to ask you to join him, tnat is, be- 
cause of your political influence and 
your friendship with the President?’ 

“As I said before, it may have been 
partly, but I flatter myself that was 
on account of my business wubility. 2 
told Secretary Garfield that my em- 
payment in the matter was to be open 
and above board and if there was any- 
thing not proper about the contracts 
1 would have nothing to do with them,’ 

Lyon testified he made an effort to 
have investigated certain indictments 
against the McMurray law firm. Tho 
returneq in 
connection with Indian affairs. It was 
represented to him, Lyon said, that 
the indictments were unjust. The At- 
torney-General later recommended to 


_the President that the indictments be 


“smisseq and the indicements subse- 
(ently were dismissed, the witness 
aid. 

“What was your idea in bringing 
the matter to the attention of the 
authorities at Washington?’ 

“Well, we had a president then as we 
have now, who believed in a square 
deal and if these indictments were not 
fair ‘ they ought to have been investi- 
gated.” 

“Did you enter into the Indian land 
contract deal with McMurray prior to, 
or after the indictments were dis- 
missed ?"’ 

“I think afterward. I took up the Mc- 
Murray contracts purely as a business 
deal, After they were disapproved, I 
had nothing furthe< to\do with the mat- 
I have had absolutely nothing to 
do with the precent contracts that Mc- 
Llurray has.” — 

“On the floor of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in the last session, Repre- 


‘ sentativé A. P. Murphy of Missouri un- 


justly attacked me by saying McMur- 
ray, in lobbying for the present con- 
tracts, was ably assisted by myself. 
That statement by Murphy was made 
either in ignorance or through a desire 
to misrepresent. I have done nothing 
for the contracts now under investiga- 
tion.”

NEW YORK, Aug. 
beauty, actress and lover of the white 
lights of Broadway, died in a hotel in 
the theatrical district yesterday, and 
today her body was shipped for burial 

to her native town of Marshall, Tex. 


She was the niece of former President 
William H. Newman of the New York 
Central Railroad, and was allied by 
blood to other prominent and wealthy 
folks. But, in her own words, the 
giamour of the stage gripped her, ruined 
her life and would not let her escape 
from it. At 27 she had been through 
it all, and then death came to end her 
variegated career. 

As a young girl in Texas, Bessie 
Toone, whose father was R. H. Toone, 


the Southern Pacific Railroad, conceived 
a fancy for the stage. She was allowed 
to attend a dramatic school and there 
her charming contralto voice and her 
brunette beauty won her a high place. 
With private backing she was s0o0n able 
to tour the South in Pinero’s play 
“Tris’’ as star. 
Married Vaudeville Man. 

When this failed, as it soon did, she 
went into stock-company work and won 
another reputation. Then, in some un- 
accountable manner, she met 
lard,” a sung-and-dance man in vaude- 
ville, and fell in love with him. Only 
a few months before this time Willard 
had eloped with Belle Aitken, a niece 
of a Represenéative of Michigan. But 
he vowed to Miss Toone that he had 
never been married, and she—on pre- 
tense of meeting some relatives in Chi- 
cago—met him in that city and married 
him. 

They played together in ‘La Belle 
Marie,”’ a melodrama, in which she de- 
picted the part of a jealous and mis- 
treated wife. Soon, she said, she found 
that this was her real life part, too. 
“T hadn't been married to Willard | 
more than six days before be took all | 
the money I had,"’ she declared in an 
interview. ‘“‘Then I found that he had | 
eloped with another girl on!y a short 
time before. He tried to make me give 
him all my jewels. He had married 
me only for what he thought I pos- 
sessed. That destroyed all my illusions 
as to stage lovers and stage romance.” 
Disinherited by Unele. 
Mr. Newman, then president of the 
New York Central lines, disinherited 
his niece when he learned of her mar- 
riage and this was added to her woes 
when the inevitable separation from 
Willard came. She returned to Texas 
then, was reconciled to her father and 
decided to give up the stage forever. 
But the love of light and applause was 
too great, and again she entered a 
stock company, finally rising to a point 
where she was engaged for one of “The 
Harvest Moon" companies, depiating 
Augustus Thomas’ play on the road 
after a short stay in New York. 
That was her last known work of any 
acoount,. Late last summer she came 
to this efty, took an apartment and 
almost immediately began to get into 
difficulties with the law.

Fired on Pursuers During a 
Chase Through the 
Streets.

FON DU LAC, Wis., Aug. 13.—Harry 
E. Cornell of Chicago is in jail here for 
attempting to hold up the Coles Savings 
Bank here yesterday The boldness of 
the attempt amazed the police. 

On entering the bank Cornell asked 
Teller Rosenthal to change a five-dollar 
bill, and when the teller was thus en- 
gaged, Cornell drew a revolver and or- 
dered the teller, clerks and patrons in 
the lobby to put up their hands. One 
man who stood at Cornell's elbow took 
the matter as a joke and started to grin. 
His answer was the cold muzzle of the 
gun pushed into his face. Then his 
hands went up with the rest. 

When Cornell turned his. attention 
again to the teller, John Hau, who stood 
near the door, broke for the street and 
shouted the alarm. Cornell also ran for 
the street and as he reached the side- 
walk shot at Louis Henderson, repre- 
sentative of a Chicago detective agency, 
who tried to stop him. 

In an instant a crowd of a hundred 
men were in pursuit of the fleeing 
would-be robber who brandished his 
revolver and threatened to shoot any- 
one who tried to stop his flight. Cor- 
nell led the chage to the railroad tracks 
and from behind cars opened fire on his 
pursuers who returned the shots. Fi- 
nally he started to run again, reload- 
ing his revolver as he ran. Entering 
an alley he found that W. J. Hoth had 
cut off his escape and was facing him 
with a leveled gun. 

“Don't shoot; take me to the fail 
quietly,’’ said Cornell, as he surren- 
dered. When the other pursuers ar- 
rived Cornell was disarmed. He an- 
nounced his name as A. G. Crane of 
Milwaukee. Cards, letters and insur- 
ance records found in his grip at the 
hotel however, revealed that his name 
was Harry. E. Cornell, his home address 
being 158 La Salle street, Chicago. He 
was employed by the Security Fire In- 
surance company of Davenport, Io. 

Cornell later admitted his true name 
and sent for his father, G. H. Cornell, 
who is expected here today. He will 
be arraigned on the charge of attempt- 
ing to rob and murder, the penalty for 
which is a penitentiary term of from 
one to twenty years.

MAN FOUND DEAD 
WITH TWO WOUNDS 
DECLARED SUICIDE 


Coroner Finds No Mystery 
in the Death of--William 
Adams. 








Deputy Coroner Carriere returned a 
verdict of suicide Saturday in the 
case of William Adams, whose body 
was found in the basement of his 
home, 3915 St. Louis ‘avenue, in the 
Chouteau place, residence district 
with bullet wounds through the brain 
and in the region of the heart. 

The witnesses were the widow, Mrs. 
Phoebe Adams, and Dr. B. C. Owens, 
one of the physicians whom Mrs. 
Adams called to the house after she 
and her daughter, June, had found 
Adams’ body in the basement. 

Both the wounds were of a sort to 
be instantly fatal, and that “Adams 
could have inflicted both on himself 
seemed remarkable to the physicians. 
The position of the revolver indicated 
that the body wound, which is be- 
lieved to have pierced the heart, was 
inflicted first. 

“As there was no eyewitness, Dr. Car- 
riere said, “I accepted the statement of 
the widow. It seemed rather strange 
that either wound could have been in- 
flicted after the other, but I am not 
prepared to say that such a thing wouid 
be impossible. Z In fact, I have heard 
of cases where men shot in the brain 
retained sufficient nerve force to fire 
another shot an instant later.’’ 

Had Financial Troubles. 

Neighbors Saturday found a motive 
for suicide in Adams’ recent financial 
troubles. He sold a bakery at 2749 North 
Vandeventer avenue seven months ago. 
and his neighbors say he put the pro- 
ceeds into Texas land, and that he told 
them he had been ‘‘bumped" in. the deal. 

The neighbors aiso say. he had given 
several checks to merchants in payment 
of small bills, which were returned by a 
bank with the notation, “Inssfficient 
funds."”" Some of these checks he had 
taken up, and the rest he nad promised 
to settle. 

The neighbors declared that, so far 
as they knew, he had no domestic trou- 
ble. 

Dr. O. H. Conrad, who was also called 
in, said he was told by the family of a 
note left by Adams, addressed to a iaw- 
yer, asking him to attend to thé collec- 
tion of a judgment. There was nothing 
of a farewell character about the note.

AND ARMS AGAINS! 
WHITE NEIGHBORS 


Pullman Car Porter Estab- 
lishes Arsenal in Forest 
Park Heights House, 





Louis A. Brown, a 24-year-old Pull- 
man porter, having saved the price of a 
$7000 suburban home from his tips, has 
installed an arsenal in the house to de- 
fend his family against white neigh- 
bors who object to his presence in For- 
est Park Heights. 

“Some gentlemen 
called on me the other day,’ Brown 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Saturday. 
“and told me that there were some bad 


people in the neighborhood that object- 
ed to my family being here, and that 
they were afraid they might not be abk 
to control those bad people. 

“I told them it didn’t make any dif- 
fetence to me whether they controlled 
them or not, and that they needn't co 
to any trouble on my account, for I 
wasn't afraid of the bad people.’’ 

Has Arms and Ammunition. 

The smiling young negro pointed to 
two Winchester rifles, one of which lay 
in a corner and the other on a bed, and 
to a shotgun on the floor.

house, and plenty of ammunition,” he 
added.

“The bullet ts lodged in the tissues 
and is easily accessible. It could be 
extracted in five minutes if necessary. 
But the operation is regarded as un- 
necessary at present and would only 
open a new channel of possible infec- 
tion. 

“The wound has been dressed only 
with chloride of mercury. No antisep- 
tics have been introduced into the 
wound. 

The .windows of the Mayor’s room 
were dark for the greater portion of the 
night save for an occasional flash of 
light when, presumably, a nurse stole 
in on her regular rounds to see that 
all was well. 

There was no formal bulletin issued at 
daybreak, for the physicians had found 
their patient doing so well that they 
had retired with directions that they 
were not to be called until some alarm- 
ing development took place. But every 
report from the sickroom indicated that 
the patient was making steady prog- 
ress toward recovery. 

There appears to be only one minor 
feature of the Mayor’s case which does

This 
irritation of the throat caused the phy- 
sicians yesterday to renew the spraying 
with tincture of benzoin, which had 
been give up in the hours: immediately 
following the shooting. 

. Expert Is Optimistic. 

The doctors do not appear to be 
alarmed over this, however. One of 
them explained the unusual coughing as 
due. probably to a slight paralysis of 
the muscles in the region of the bullet 
wound, but he said it was nothing to 
cause anxiety. 

“Practically all danger hag passed 
now,’’ was the declaration of Dr. Ed- 
ward W. Lee, who is an expert on gun- 
shot wounds and was one of the sur- 
geons summoned to Buffalo when Pres- 
ident McKinley was shot. “Every hour 
the Mayor lives and his temperature 
keeps down increases his chances of 
recovery. He has about a 9%-per-cent 
chance of getting well now.” 

Health Commissioner Lederle and 
treet Commissioner ‘Big Bill’’ Edwards, 
who have kept pretty close to their 
chief's side since the shooting, felt so 
far relieved as to his condition today 
that they both ventured out of town 
for a week-end rest.

Dr. Emil Simon, whose election te the 
St. Louls Board of Education caused’ 
charges to be filed alleging a fusion of 
the Socialist party with the Repub- 
licans, and his followers in the party 
refuse to accept the ouster decree of 
the State Committee of the Socialist 
party and say they will carry the fight 
to the National Committee.

there. Anne Roman, 13 years old, 
one of the family had worked in a 
St. Louis skirt factory three days, 
earning a little more than 10 cents a 
day, and the discovery of this led 
to intervention by the United Jewish 
Charities. When they left Union Sta- 
tion Thursday night, the family hada 
basketful of food and some money 
donated by friends. 

The plight of the family was dis- 
covered Friday by Judge Hitchcock 
in the Juvenile Court while he was 
hearing charges of delinquency filed 
against the children by Truant Of- 
ficer Paswell. When the _ evidence 
showed that Annie had earned only 32 
cents by three days’ work in the 
Frelich Skirt Co.’s factory in her 
efforts to help support the family, 
Judge Hitchcock was surprised that 
such conditions existed and criticised 
the employers. 

For three months the Roman family 
had lived in a room on the third floor 
at 1208 Carr street. The father is 
employed in New York, but his wages 
are not enough to enable him to send 
for his family or send them money 
for their support. 

Company Empleys 175 Workers. 

The Frelich Skirt Co. occupies the 
eighth floor of a building at Four- 
teenth and Locust streets. Of the 175 
employes, 100 are women and girls. 
It is capitalized for $40,000, and does 
a business approximating $275,000 a 
year. Samuel Frelich is president 
and treasurer, and his brother, Abra- 
ham Frelich, is vice-president. 

Annie Roman had been employed at 
a machine seaming skirts. For each 
seam she made in the back of a skirt 
she was to be paid 2% cents. She 
worked ten hours day, from 7:30 a, 
m. to 5:30 p. m. 

State Factory Inspector W. W. Wil- 
liams called at the factery while a 
Post-Dispatch reporter was there. In 
investigating conditions ue sweund that 
two girls and one boy under 16 years 
of age were employed in the factory. 
Each had a certificate permitting em- 
ployment. 

When asked why Annie Reman had 
been employed without an age certifi- 
cate, Samuel Frelich explained to the 
inspector that the girl appeared to be 
more than 16 years old and that she 
had not been questioned. When Wil- 
liams questioned several young looking 
girls at work, each she was more 
than 16 years old.

23 HURT IN 
STRIKE RIGT; 
POLICEMEN REBEL 


Mutinous Members of Colum- 
bus Force Refuse to 
Board Cars. 


WILL BE DISMISSED 


Patrolmen Declare Trades- 
men Warned Them Against 
Obeying Commands. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
COLUMBUS, O., Aug. 13.—Twenty- 


three persons were injured in rioting 
last night in connection with the 
street car strike. There were 17 ar- 
rests. The situation was made more 


serious by the rebellion earlier in the 
evening of 35 of 140 members of the 
night force when called upon to board 
street cars. 

Mayor Marshall, however, declared 
last night that he would not calj for 
troops again. Gov. Harmon, when 
asked about the probability of the 
troops returning, refused to make a 
statement. 

Stone throwers last night pelted 
crews of unguarded cars unmerciful- 
ly. Many cars having guards were 
attacked. . 

Will Dismiss Policemen. 

The police mutineers, Mayor Marshal) 
announced, would’ be dismissed from 
the department today. 

The Mayor called only upen the regu- 

lar policemen to assume the duty on 
cars. One hundred and thirty-seven spe- 
clal policemen, engaged especially for 
riot duty in connection with the strike, 
were not drawn on for this service, as 
they were assigned to places about the 
city where trouble was expected. In- 
cluded in the 3 who refused to board 
the cars were some of the oldest men 
on the force. 
Until yesterday Mayor Marshall had 
withstood pressure brought to bear by 
officials of the Columbus Railway and 
Light Co. to put officers on cars. City 
officials and members of the Chamber 
of Commerce joined in urging the 
Mayor to take this step, and he con- 
sented, although he said he did not fa- 
vor the plan. 

Asks Mayor te Board Car. 
Within a few hours his change of 
policy became known to the police and 
during the afternoon there was wide- 
spread dissatisfaction in the depart- 
ment. This reached a culmination at 
the evening roll call. The Mayor began 
to make assignments and those in re- 
bellion stepped out of the ranks. 

There was little ill-feeling expressed, 
although one policeman took off his 
coat and asked the Mayor to don it and 
then board a car. 

As reasons for their mutiny, some 
said they had been warned by grocers 
and butchers that if they rode on cars 
provisions would be denied them. 
Others said they had belonged to unions 
and others that they might wish to 
join at some future time. 

After being told that if they refused to 
obey the néw orders they would be dis- 
missed, two officers who had at first 
rebelled, stepped back into line with 
the regulars. 

The Mayor said later that he had 
enough officers to man the 8 cars which 
the company expected to operate.

Thanks to the reputation of the Louisville de- 
tectives for desperate courage, Joseph Wendling 
was not lynched when unloaded from the train 
there. For the same reason there was not even 
a demonstrations The detectives must be griev- 
ously Qgverjoyed at. it. They did everything 
known to their profession on the way from Cali- 
fornia to Kentucky to prevent their movements 
from being kept out of the newspapers. 

It was “Hist, we have Wendling!” in Utah: 
“Hist, we have the murderer of Alma Kellner!” 
in Colorado, and “Hist, we are dodging lynch- 
ers!” in Kansas. Not an opportunity to let out a 
hist was missed, and in many towns, after duly 
histing a few, the detectives would hire an au- 
tomobile and take their prisoner on a secret ride 
about town, so that none but the inhabitants 
could see him. Arrived finally in St. Louis, they 
announced they would not tell a soul that Wend- 
ling was in the Central Station, and defied the re- 
porters to find him without first interviewing the 
detectives in charge. 

Here. Wendling was taken to the obscure corner 
of the darkest cell available and “sweated” so 
furtively that not a newspaper missed the details 
of the proceedings. Then he was hustled across 
the river in the dead of day to escape a habeas 
corpus which happily progressed only far enough 
to fill two columns, En route to Louisville at 
last, the desperate prisoner, who weighed more 
than half as much as the smaller of the detec- 
tives, came so near escaping that a reporter fell

Coincident with the declaration of the Rev. M.

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ALASKA’S SOLEMN PROTEST. 
From today’s New York World. 

By the re-election of James Wickger- 
sham, the Independrnt Republican candi- 
date for delegate to Congress, the people 
of Alaska have emphatically protested 
against a system of government by ex- 


ecutive commission which Mr. Taft 
considers adequate for them. It is 
significant that the Guggenheim interests 
figured openly on the losing side with 
the administration. That they should 
have been identified in the popular view 
with the executive commission project is 
unfortunate for Mr. Taft. Their in- 
fluence was exerted in Alaska at the 
expense of his prestige. 

To deny the people of Alaska the ordi- 
nary rights of self-rule under the ter- 
ritorial system is to deny them the 
rights enjoyed by all other new com- 
munities within the continental boun- 
daries of the United States. The Taft 
plan of government by executive com- 
mission is the first departure in 120 
years from the fixed policy of the United 
States on this continent. It means the 
perpetuation of executive autocracy, a 
theory and a method of government 
repugnant to every principle in which 
Americans have been bred throughout 
all their history. 

The excuse that Alaska is noncon- 
tiguous territory is a mere subterfuge. 
The argument that it was inhabited by 
a nomadic population, mainly Indians 
and Eskimos, is obsolete. It contains 
more white men qualified for self- 
government than either of the states of 
Nevada or Wyoming. It has never been 
a colony in the sense that the Philip- 
pines have been held under the new dis- 
pensation to be insular possessions out- 
side the United States Constitution. 
What Mr. Taft proposes to establish 
in Alaska is a government less Demo- 
cratic in its forms than the system 
which he helped to create in the Philip- 
pines with its popular branch of the 
Legislature. His Alaskan policy -shows 
the deplorable effect that imperialism 
may have upon so just @ man.

Chinese Stowaways Had Buiit 
Room Under Cargo of a Ship. 
SEATTLE, Wash., Aug. 13.—Twenty- 
five Chinese stowaways who had eluded 
the inspectors at Vancouver, B. C., were 
captured aboard the British steamship 
Kumeric, recently arrived from Hong- 
Kong, by immigration authorities yes- 
terday. The Chinese had walled off a 
room 20 feet square under the cargo of 
the Kumeric.

PORT TOWNSEND, Wash. Aug. 18. 
—A report yesterday to the United 
States Hydrographic office here, the 
statement is made of an inexplica- 
ble: phenomenon that marine officials 
declare is unprecedented. The re- 
port was filed by Captain H. Samuels 
of the American barkentine Aurora 
on arrival from Calloa, Peru. On 
June 17, in latitude 11 degrees south 
and longitude 80 west, according to 
the report, the vessel's course 
brought ‘her into an area of snow 
white water. The expanse was so 
large as to require nearly an entire 
day’s sail, to traverse.

“ELISABETH DAVENAY.” 

HE other day Madame Durand, 

journalist of note, recently can- 

didate for a seat in the French 
Assembly and a popular leader in the 
quiet battle the women of the re- 
public of France are waging for the 
ballot, predicted an early victory for 
her feminist forces, and now comes 
@ novel telling just how the French 
struggle is to be won. “Elisabeth 
Davenay” is the book, and Elisabeth 
Davenay is its heroine, while Claire 
de Pratz is the creator. The French 
women have conducted their battle 
for the ballot with so little demon- 
stration that they have been almost 
overlooked, while the English suf- 
fragettes have been making a spec- 
tacular campaign and going to jail. 
The women of France are likely at 
any moment to come forward with 
a sudden dramatic coup, while the 
women of England are expected to 
do almost anything, even to walking 
a tight rope into Parliament. The 
world, however, is now watching the 
struggle in both countries, curious 
to see whether the French or En- 
glish women know better how to 
handle the men who must vote for 
the women’s cause before the women 
can have the vote to vote for the 
men. 

Elisabeth Davenay, of course, is one 
woman in a nation—in this case in 
France. She learns independence and 
freedom as a schoolgirl in England. 
She has opinions and tastes of her own. 
She doesn’t cut off her hair, nor throw 
aside her corset. She “strikes out’ for 
herself, and with the education of a 
man is soon a Professor Delegue of En- 
glish to the Lycee George Sand. She’s 
a beautiful girl, and brilliant. She com- 
mands men, she influences them—for 
the better—and then trains their wives 
to see her point of view when they 
grow jealous of her mental and moral 
Sway over their husbands. Elisabeth 
leads men up, makes them adherents 
of the feminist cause, and then goes 
into journalism and sees the women’s 
paper triumph and her cause triumph, 
too. 

Yet Elisabeth {s not proof against the 
Love God and she has a struggle when 
love comes her way. “She had de- 
cided to spend her life in teaching oth- 
er women how to reach a hfgher idea! 
of life and love. She had made unto 
herself a new ‘tcommandment—‘thou 
shalt not succumb to the love of man.’ ”’

autobiography than ‘“Astir.’’ The 
liveliness of his diction would warrant 
the title, even if the pages did not 
project a personality so nervous, impa- 
tient and energetic. You wonder, when 
you have finished it, how it happened 
that Mr. Thayer did not have nervous 
prostration before he got around to 
writing it. 

‘“‘A Publisher’s Life-Story”’ is the sub- 
title of the book, but it is more than 
that. In its earlier chapters it is a 
human-interest document full of inspi- 
ration for the man who seems to stand, 
Tantalus-like, with success just beyond 
his grasp. It was a long time before 
Mr. Thayer began earning more than 
$18 a week. He worked as a printer, 
and worked hard. He solicited adver- 
tising, not with much success, and tried 
with less success to sell a hammer his 
f-ther had patented. After that he re- 
turned to printing, where he could earn 
$18 a week anyhow. But there seemed 
not much prospect of more than that, 
and he obtained a position as traveling 
salesman for a St. Louis type foundry, 
snatching naps in day coaches and so 
living that $2 was ample to cover his 
daily expenses on the road. 

Mr. Thayer must have had an inkling 
all this time that his real work in life 
was advertising and publishing, and 
when he got back into advertising he 
struck the upward road. He was em- 
ployed by various magazines before he 
and Erman J. Ridgway bought Wana- 
maker’s Everybody’s Magazine for $75,- 
000. 
Thenceforward the upward roald was 
so steep that Mr. Thayer must have 
been put to it to keep from getting 
dizzy.. He tells the publisher's story 
of “Frenzied Finance,’ and of how 
Thomas W. Lawson, for reasons which 
do not seem quite clear even to Mr, 
Thayer, donated the serial to the maga- 
zine at the solicitation of its editors 
and paid the cost of. advertising out of 
his own pocket.

This was 
after he had left i., to spend his time 
in recreation and travel. f 


A stirring book, ‘‘Astir.’”’ (Small, May- 


nard & Co.) 
“PLAY.” 

SORT of “Hoyle” of outdoor and 
A gymnasium games for children aad 
youths is Emmett Dunn Angell’s 
‘“Play.”” The book is designed chiefly 
for the use of playground superintend- 
ents and school teachers of physical cul- 
ture. It is an admirably practical and 
adaptable baok, illustrated with plenty 
of photographs of all sorts of games in 
the playing, from drop-the-handkerchief 
to basket ball. The author is a physical 
instructor in the University of Wis- 
consin. 

Faddishness is avoided by the author, 
who, referring at the outset to the 
claims of the German and Swedish sys- 
tems of physical training, asks why 
any fixed system should be considered 
necessary. 

“If physical training is a part of our 
educational scheme,” he writes, ‘‘it 
should be considered as any other sub- 
ject taught. Take history as an exam- 
ple. There is not any man or country 
that possesses the only and origina! 
method of teaching history. There are 
as many methods of presenting the sub- 
ject as there are original and com- 
petent teachers, and the result is that 
the pupils learn history. ®* * * In what 
wise is gymnastics different? If a teach- 
er is properly trained and understands 
the basic principles of the theory un 
which education is founded, it seems as 
though he, just as well as the historian, 
should be able to arrange his work 
along original lines, and only make uso 
of the system and methods he has stud- 
ied for the assistance they give in.a 
comprehension of physical training in 
general.’’ 

In qgiticising methods now in use in 
some public schools, he says. ‘“‘The gym- 
nastic period lacks recreative value, 
and a system of gymnastics that dots 
not recreate is a sorry system, indeed. 
Too much emphasis is placed on the ed- 
ucational value of formal gymnastics, 
and because this educational myth is 
so eagerly believed by.its devotees, 
the lesson in gymnastics is often drudg- 
ery.”’ 

The book’s chief content is a series 
of short outlines of 170 games, clas- 
sified for primary, grammar and high 
school grades. The necessity of an in- 
structor for any playground or gymnas- 
um is insisted on by the author. Some 
of the games named are puss in the cor- 
ner, chariot race, advancing statues, co- 
ed tag, bull in the ring, prisoners’ 
base, cfrtain ball, indooor baseball, 
medicine ball, swat ball and volley 
ball.

But after both boys marry, Vera 
taking the heir, and the love of the 
twins has returned to them, they feel 
the call of the Carshalton blood and 
decamp for a lark just. as the Stork 
visits the estate, leaving a girl for 
Vera and a boy for the other young 
wife. 

Farther than this, the author must 
be left to tell the story. It is done 
in so few words, suggesting and 
leaving so much to the intelligence, 
that it would be unfair to reduce the 
result of Vera’s bravery to a sen-
